The Kentucky Desperado Dies on 
the Scaffold. 


THOUSANDS OF SPECTATORS. 


The Desperate Criminal Made a Long 
Speech Before the Trap Was 
Sprung. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. * 

JACKSON, Ky., June B. — Early this 
morning this town was crowded with peo- 
ple to witness the execution of Bad Tom” 
Smith to-day for the assassination of Dr, 
Rader several months ago. The people 
came many miles across the rough mount- 
ain roads in their primitive ox wagons and 
camped in the outskirts of the town, so as 
to be on hand early for the hanging. 

At 7 o’clock Smith ate a hearty breakfast 
of chicken, fresh pork and potatoes, and at 
8 o’clock a strange procession started from 
the jail. It was composed of several Meth- 


odist preachers, a heavy armed guard with 
Smith handcuffed in the center and several 
thousand people following. The procession 
marched to the Kentucky River, three miles

French forces in the famous French-Pver- 
sole feud of Perry County. He planned 
nearly all the assassinations that marked 
that bloody and cowardly war, and in many 
instances he was foremost in executing 
these assassinations. The story of the 
many battles and assassinations, growing 
out of this vendetta have been published 
many times. After leaving Perry County 
Smith went to Breathitt. t September 
he went into Jackson one afternoon and be- 
gan to try to run the town. When Marshal 

C. Hurst, Jr‘, and his deputy, Samuel 
Mans, went to arrest him, he and several 
of his chums opened fire on the officers. 
They returned the fire promptly, the bullet 
from Marshal Hurst’s pistol striking 
Smith’s left arm and shattering the bone 
into splinters. It also severed an artery 
and Smith came very near bleeding to death. 
This was the first and only time he was 
ever wounded. 

A few weeks before this episode he had 
become acquainted with Mrs. therine Mc- 
Quinn, whose lunatic husband is incarcer- 
ated in the asylum at Lexington. She 
owned a farm on Quicksand Creek, about 
four miles from Jackson, and Smith went 
there and lived with her in open adultery. 
In February of this year Smith conceived 
the ide at Dr. J. E. Rader carried a large 
sum o oney on his person. In order to 
get this money he told Dr. Rader that he 
was subject to fits and that he wanted the 
doctor to go out to Mrs. McQuinn’s with 
him and watch his symptoms, so that he 
might know how to treat the case. Rader 
went out on the 4th of February and the 
next morning his dead body was found on 
the floor of the MoQuinn house with a bul- 


rested and tried for the crime. 
of Breathitt County had experienced a 
reat deal of trouble on account of the 
french-Bversole war; being themselves law- 
abiding citizens, both of the accused were 
quickly tried for Dr. Rader s murder. Mrs. 
McQuinn testified that Smith assassinated 
Rader while he slept, and he testified that 
Mrs. McQuinn shot him. It seems that 
each jury believed their testimony, for the 
twelve men who tried Smith were only 
three minutes in deciding that he was guilty 
and his punishment should be death, while 
the jury that tried Mrs. McQuinn was out 
but a few minutes until it returned a verdict 
of guilty an her punishment at im- 
prisonment for life.

Its Location Will Be on Lindell, 
Between Newstead and Taylor. 


DEAL NOW NEARLY CLOSED.

An Historie Site, Long the Subject of 


Litigation, for the Magnificent 
Structure Contemplated. 


The new Catholic Cathedral which Arch- 
bishop Kain will built at a cost of $1,000,000 
will be located on the block bounded by 
Lindell, Taylor, Newstead and Maryland 
avenues. Negotiations that have been pend 
ing for some time are now practically closed, 
and it can be definitely stated that the new 
Cathedral will be located on the site men- 
tioned. 

At 10 o’clock this morning James M. Lew- 


is, the well-known attorney-at-law, placed 
on record a warranty d from the Con- 
necticut Life Insurance Co, to John B. Hen- 
derson, to block 46 of Peter Lindell’s second 
addition, being the whole block bounded 
north by Maryland avenue, on the east by 
Newstead avenue, on the south by Lindell 
boulevard and on the west by Taylor ave- 
nue. The consideration in the G is 151. 
000 In addition thereto Gen. enderson 
gave other property of the value of $20,000. 

Gen. Henderson purchased this property 
from the insurance company one month ago, 
and the sale was mentioned exclusively in 
the Post-Dispatch at the time. The 
was not recorded until this morning. 

The negotiations for the sale of this p 
erty to the Catholic Archdiocese of St. 
Louis was conducted by the Anderson- 
Wade Realty Co. While it is not admitted 
by all parties concerned that the sale to the 
church has been consummated, yet Festus 
J. Wade is now in the East, and it is under- 
stood his trip was made for the express 
purpose of formally closing the sale with 
Gen. Henderson, according to the terms that 
have been agreed upon by both sides. 

The consideration which the Catholic 
ays for the entire block is said to 
s neighborhood of $200,000, which

least „000 on the deal. 

The site is one of the most m ficent 
for church pu that can be found in 
St. Louis. — property has a frontage of 
1.0 feet on Lindell boulevard, the same 
frontage on Maryland avenue, with a depth 
of 446 feet from Taylor to Newstead ave- 
nue. An alley, twenty feet wide, now runs 
east and west threugh the block, but it is 
to be closed. . 

Mr. Anderson, of the firm of Anderson- 
Wade, refused to talk about the sale, givin 
as an excuse that the negotiations were no 
entirely completed. Archbishop Kain is 
out of the city, and no information could be 
obtained from that source. But from other 
reliable authority it is known that the sale 
to the church authorities has been practi- 
cally madg according to terms satisfactory 
to both sides, and that the only work re- 
maining unfinished is the formal closing of 
the deal by the filing of the papers. 

The property is purchased by the Catholic 
Archdiocese of St. Louis, but will be held 
under the control of Archbishop Kain as 
trustee. 

It is the plan, it ts said, to erect the Cathe- 
dral with its front on Lindell boulevard. 

Block 46 of Peter Lindell’s second addition, 
together with the block lying west on which 
the old Dejmonico resort flourished up to a 
few years’ ago, became famous through a 
long litigation between the Hammond and 
the Lindell heirs as to the right of owner- 
ship.

The condition of the man when found 
pointed as strongly to murder as to suicide. 

‘The post-mortem examination showed that 

‘the man had. died of hemorrhage of the 

brain, due to the fracture of a bone of the 
base ot the skull caused by a blow over 
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the right eye. Was the blow murderous or 
accidental? The testimony at the inquest 
threw no light on the point. 

Then there was a whitish substance found 
in a whisky glass in the dead man's room, 
‘as well as a white powder in a blue paper 
‘on the floor. 


Neither the powder or the sediment have 

as yet been analyzed and the question of 
suicide remains unsolved. ' 
Still another peculiar feature enters the 
ease. Dr. Bhrmann, who was call in by 
the Coopers when the man was found in a 
dying condition, denies that he diagnosed 
the case as morphihe poisoning, and at the 
inquest testified positively that there was 
no eontusion or abrasion on the man’s face 
or head. The testimony of the Coopers and 
their lodgers sustain Dr. Ehrmann in this. 

There was a contusion when Cobrero was 
examined by Dr. Lippe at the Dispensary. 
At the postmortem it was discovered that a 
Small bone at the center of the base of the 
skull had been fractured, and this had 
caused hemorrhage of the brain and con- 
gestion. The bone was greatly diseased, 
and, aceording to Dr. Wolfert, who per- 
formed the postmortem, was in such a con- 
dition that a slight jar upon any portion of 
the head would have broken it. 

The only evidence of such a jar was a 
— of the skin over the left eye. It 

as rather extensive, but the bone be- 
neath was intact. tA one side of thecontu- 
sion was a slight abrasion, which Had not 

et been covered by a scab. According to 

r. Wolfert and Coroner Walt, this contu- 
sion was quite fresh, and could hardly have 

foo vee longer than a few hours be- 
fore death. 

Did Cobrero receive the jolt that caused 
this mortal contusion on his way from the 
house to the dispensary or in the city am- 
bulance? 

City 
Hospital Superintendent Sutter's delay fm 
noti 1 the police and Coroner until five 
hours er Cobrero’s death is in a great 
measure responsible for this. When Capt.

DELAY IN CORONER'S CASES. 


Several Untoward Instances of Late 
Which Have Materially Interrupted 
the Efforts of the Law Officers. 


Because of delay at the City Hospital in 

reporting deaths by violence occurring 
there, the police authorities are being han- 
dicapped in the investigation of such cases 
and in the arrest of the guilty. They are 
commplaining vigorously, and also declare 
that in other respects the hospital authori- 
ties are hampering them and are displaying 
@ great absence of any desire to co-operate 
with the lice. 

The = ce cite the death of Joaquin Co- 
brero Wednesday night as one of the most 
g! of the instances. Closely following it 
was death of Malcolm McDonald, as- 
saulted at the race track—and there are 
others. 

Cobrero, according to the report finally 
sent to the Coroner from the hospital, was 
received there at 8:15 o’clock Tuesday night 
in a comatose condition and apparently 
suffering from a fractured skull. Instead 
of the police being notified at once from the 
hospital, they received no word of the case 
— l hae o'clock. The man died at 9:10 
o’ clock. 

Night Chief Reedy states that upon re- 


ceiving the telephone message from the City 


Hospital, he inquird the cause of the man's 
death, and the only satisfaction he could 
secure was that the man was dead and that 
it was a Coroner's case. He then ordered 
an officer sent to the hospital to 8 

e 
Reedy states that the officer was not allowed 
to see the body. On this account the police 
were absolutely in the dark. 

Thursday it was not any better. The re- 
port to the Coroner from the hospital on 
the case did not reach the Four Courts un- 
til late Thursday afternoon. For some. rea- 
gon the body was not remoevd to the 
Morgue until late in the afternoon, and, 
accordingly, it was almost 7 o’clock Thurs- 
day evening before the post-mortem, and 
until thea the police were almost as much 


in the dark as before, as to the cause of 


death on account of the conflicting cir- 
cumstances surrounding the case. 

About 12 o’clock Thursday Capt. Peter 
Joyce and Special Officer Burke of the Third 
District examined the body at the hospital, 
but could establish nothing by the exam- 
ination. When the post-mortem finally dis- 
closed a fracture of the skull as the cause of 
death, the department had, practically, to

The total “banking power” of the 
world, according to the best recent sta- 
tistics, is $20,000,000,000. 

Nearly one-third of this, or in round 
numbers $6,000,000,000, is controlled by 
North America, chiefly the United States. 
The “banking power” of the United States 
is more than one-half that of all the 
so-called capitalist nations of Europe, 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Bel- 
gium and the Netherlands, which control 
$11,500,000,000. 

The total amount of gold money in the 
world is $8,901,900,000. 

Two things are strongly suggested by 
these statistics. 

How easy it is for the “banking power,“ 
aggregating $20,000,000,000, to corner a 
gold stock of only $3,901,900,000. 

With nearly one-third the “banking 
power“ of the world and one-half as much 
as all Europe controls, how absurd is the 
assertion that the United States cannot 
be their own financial master and stand 
alone on a bimetallic basis.

- TRLEGRAPR-TELEPHONE WAR 


The Western Union and Bell Companies 
Preparing to Fight. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

“NEW YORK, June 28.—A big telegraph 
and telephone war is in sight. The Western 
Union Telegraph Co. and the American 
Bell Telephone Co. have a contract which 


at present requires a company to operate 
8 in its own peculiar sphere, but it will 
be broken. 

The real trouble between the two com- 
panies lies in the long distance telephone, 
which was not thought of when the contract 
was signed, in 1879. The idea of the West- 
ern Union was to control the electric com- 
munication between long distances and 
leave local communication to the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. The long distance telephone 
service has cut wofully into the Western 
Union profits. The loss on account of gen- 
eral messages which formerly went over 
the telegraph wires is immense, and ac- 
ceunts for the fact that the growth in 
Western Union revenues during the past 
five years has not. kept pace with the 
growth of the country and its business. 

Both the Western Union and the Bell 
companies have been quietly preparing for 
the struggle which is impending. Both have 
bees. ~uitting in an immense amount of 
Copper ire, the former to put on telephone 
connections, the latter intending to put on 
telegraph instruments when necessary. 
Both sides talk of a renewal of the contract 
next year, but neither expects it. It is pos- 
sible the Postal Telegraph Co. and the new 
Standard Telephone Co. may become fac- 
tors in the fight if a break should come.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 2.—Last 
night’s fire in the wholesale crockery estab- 
lishment of McDonald Brothers on«First 
avenue South, near Third street, is the most 
disastrous in the loss of firemen’s lives in 
the history of the Minneapolis fire depart- 
ment. Five brave fellows lie mangled and 
lifeless and six of their comrades are writh- 
ing in agony at various hospitals. Of these 
six, one at least seems doomed to die, while 


in another case the issue is in doubt. The 
great five-story brick building, with its 
enormous stock of crockery, is in utter ruin, 
and the blackened walls, broken windows 
and drenched floors of the adjoining build- 
ings bear mute evidence to the victory won 
by the department against odds in confin- 
ing the flames to the place of their origin.

HORRIBLY MUTILATED. 


How the Brazilians Treated the Corpse 
of Admiral Da Gama. 


NEW YORK, June 23.—A special to the 
Herald from Buenos Ayres says: From 
one of the rebels who escaped capture by 
the Government troops after the insurgent 
defeat near Santa ee Rio Grande do 
— Brasil, details of the last battle in 
which Admiral Da Gama took part, and of 
his suicide have been secured. The Admiral 
at the head of a foroe of 400 sailors was en- 
gaged by a brigade of Government soldiers 
numbering 1,200.

VIGILANTES ACQUITTED.

Found Not Guilty of Having Lynched 
Defaulting Treasurer Scott. 


OMAHA, Neb., June 27.—A special to the 
Bee from Butte, Neb., says: The famous 
Barrett Scott murder case was concluded 
to-day by the acquittal of Mullihan, Elliott 
and Harris, the three vigilantes who were 


alleged to have hanged the defaulting ex- 
Treasurer of Holt County, Jan. 1, 1896. 
This is the final chapter in one of the 
most sensational affairs in the criminal 
history of the West. 
Scott, while Treasurer of Holt County, 
Stole $100,000 and fled to Mexico. He was 
extradited and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for five years. Influential political 
friends, it was charged, prevented his in- 
carceration in the penitentiary, and while 
enjoying his freedom pending the Supreme 
Court's action he was taken from his buggy 
by a dozen masked men and hanged. It 
was alleged to be the work of the old vigil- 
antes, who flourished in Northeast 
Aska in the pioneer days.

Citizens of Denver Had a Rope for 
Their Assemblymen. 


DENVER, Colo., June 28.—The fight for 
an independent water service or a reduction 
of the prices exacted for the present service, 
which was made an issue of the spring elec- 
tion, culminated last evening in the passage 
of an ordinance submitted in the interest of 


the Union Water Co. 

For eight hours the Aldermen sat in the 
council chamber in front of an indignant 
multitude of citizens who threatened them 
with lynching if they carried out the plan 
contemplated for the 2 of the ordi- 
nance. A. force of fifty policemen and a 
score of oity detectives were in the room, 
and they were expected to interpose if it 
came to the worst. A rope was shown by 
the crowd, and its use was called for when 
Alderman Emery changed his vote from the 
side of the tax-payers to that of the water 
company. 

There was a rush to the rail between the 
crowd and the Aldermen, but one of the 
citizens” representatives in the meeting 
jumped on a chair and begged the crowd to 
allow the proceedings to go on in an orderly 
fashion. 

The crowd hooted, and for a time there 
seeemed no possibility of holding the crowd 
back from executing its vengeance on 
Emery. 

Alderman Leet, one of the minority, then 
addressed the rcowd, assuring them it would 
be impossible for the Aldermen to 8 the 
ordinance at the meeting so that it would 
be effective, and told them that it would 
have to go to the Board of Supervisors and 
then to the Mayor before it would become a 
la 


w. 

Alderman Ames next addressed the crowd. 
and said they had his word that the water 
bill would not receive Emery’s vote when 
it came to final passage. Ames guaranteed 
that his words were not for the purpose of 
misleading anyone, for he felt as seriously 
for the welfare of the city as any one in 
the lobby. The address appealed to the ad- 
vaneing force, and as his remarks reached 
the outer circle there was a pause. Some 
one demanded when they would settle it 
and the answer came that there would be 
another session before anything definite 
was determined. The rebellious element 
began to melt away, and the Council was 
permitted to go ahead with the transaction 
of business. 

Just before adjournment, however, the 
Council passed the obnoxious ordinance. 

The ordinance passed grants a reduction 
of only 15 per cent on the schedule of water 
rates now in force. The measure has a 
clause which makes the rates thus fixed a 
Be- 
sides, it is claimed, that the reduction of 15 
per cent is not one-half what the public is 
entitled to under the company’s contract, 
which calls for a reduction this year to the 
average of the rates charged in Chicago, St. 
Louis and Cincinnati. 

The bill passed a vote of 8to 6 Almost 
the entire police force of Denver was em- 
ployed last night in guarding the houses of 
the eight Aldermen who voted for it, as 
ref feared violence from their constituents. 
Although feeling runs very high and much 
harsh talk is heard, no overt acts against 
the Aldermen have yet been committed.

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4 $2,000,000 BLAZE. 


San Francisco Visited by a Most De- 
structive Fire. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, June . —Fire 
started in the rear of the San Francisco 
box factory at Fifth and Bryant streets 
about 6 o’clock last evening, and in a few 
minutes the entire west end of the block 
bounded by Brannon and Bryant streets 
was in flames. The Spring Valley Water 
Works, Karbell Bros.’ box factory, H. 
Washburn’s stable, G. W. Phelan's carriage 


factory and J. Horstmann’s soda factory 
were destroyed. At 6:45 o’clock the block 
bounded by Fourth, Fifth,” Brannon and 
Bryant streets was in ashes, and at 8:30 the 
unchecked flames had reduced to ruins the 
block bounded by Fourth, Fifth, Bluxom 
and Brannon streets. The Fire Department 
and the employes of the Southern. Pacific 
company fought the flames with might and 
main, but the water was changed to steam 
before the current reached the blaze. Only 
the water tower had a stream strong 
enough to resist the heat. The fire reached 
the Overland Transfer Co.'s freight house 
and the hardware storehouse of Baker & 
Hamilton. These brick buildings impeded 
the course of the flame, but it worked 
around them to the yards. Several wool 
warehouses were burned, but the enormous 
brick winery of Lachman & Co., containing 
1,000,000 gallons of wine, proved another ob- 
stacle to the fire. Kohler & Von Bergen's 
winery was also threatened, and the flames 
came within 800 feet of the railroad yards 
and offices, but at 9:30 o’clock the wind 
shifted and drove the flames back over the 
burned area. The change in the wind, the 
brick wineries and the railroad yards ena- 
bled the firemen to get control of the 
flames. Over 100 families have lost their 
homes and all they possessed, and one per- 
son, Miss Gilroy, while attempting to save 
some of her belongings, was covered with 
blazing oil and burned to death. 

Many 133 were injured dy falling 
walls and flying timbers. 

The property loss is estimated at 82,000, 
600, and some estimates place it at $3,000,- 


000. 

The trolley wires were a cause of annoy- 
ance. The heat warped the tron posts and 
the live wires dropped.

The Scale Adopted at the Cleveland 
Convention Is Accept 
YOUNGSTOWN, O., June 28.—At 1:30 this 
morning the conference between the tron 
manufacturers and the Amalgamated Asso- 


ciation Conference Committee, which was 
in session from 1:30 yesterday afternoon, 
came to an end. It was finally agreed that 
the scale adopted at the recent Cleveland 
convention should be accepted. This -in- 
cludes a N a ton rate for puddling on a card 
rate of 1 1-10 cents, the increase to be 2% 
cents for each one-tenth increase in the 
card rate up to 1% on the present minimum, 
which would make the rate $5 a ton at a
